Riches in Guayule, a Mexican Plant — Years of Experimentation Bring Suc- 


cess — Possibility of Rubber Pavements — No Shortage of Natural Resources — 
Wild Plants to be Domesticated.

New York, December 10. 1921. 

A S THE prophets of evil, disas- 
ter and the famine of essen- 
tial things aro croaking, It Is 
a comfort to roma Into contact 
with real wisdom. Aro our natural 
resources on tho verge of their ex- 
haustion? They sra not. Especially, 
the rastorlat need fear exnaustloit 
neither of rubber for hls tires nor 
fuel for hla engine. Read and learn 
from the words of Dr. D. T. Mac- 
DougaJ. ona or tho world's most dls- I 
tlnguiahed scientists, upon the sub- 
ject. 

Especially this eminent student In 
the world of plant life says we need 
not worry about rubber, that product 
which the pessimists have been de- 
claring soon would be so scarce with- 
out Immense expenditure the auto- 
motive Industry would perish from 
the earth; that Is. wo need not worry 
if wo work. 

"We ehall have rubber In sufficient 
quantities to meet our needs." he said, 
without the slightest hesitation, "and 
I believe that In the days to come 
our needs will be ton times — a hun- 
dred times — as great as they are now. 

"If It should be decided In the cities, 
for example, that rubber pavements 
for the streets, which can be taken up 
When worn, as blankets might be 
moved, and replaced by new ones be- 
tween midnight and daylight, will be 
worth tho effort, I believe that we 
shall And the rubber out of which to 
make them. And such Is tnv In- 
structed faith In naturo that I feel 
sure that reasonable wisdom will sup- 
ply our other future needs as gener- 
ously.” 

It Is to rubber and Its production 
from plants other than the generally 
known caoutchouc that Prof. Mac- 
Dougal has been giving hls attention 
recently under the entirely non-com- 
merclal auspices of the Carnegie 
Foundation.

"Rubber, or.ee It It produced in 
quantities sufficient, will be available 
for .thousands of purposes yet ur- 
dreamed of.

In all this work Dr. MacDougal has 
played a part which Is found to be 
of paramount Importance when an- 
other tells of It. but which Is sure to 
seem extremely modest when de- 
scribed by him himself. With Ills 
staff, he has carried out desert re- 
search work wherever desert areas 
occur ln America, and also In Algeria, 
Egypt, Australia and South Africa. 

"When the English settlers came to 
what is now this nation." said Dr. 
MacDougal, "they found temperature 
and soil that would produce corn and 
game, and these were all the natural 
resources that they looked for be- 
yond the spreading forests which 
would give them wood and fuel and 
shelter. The Spaniards came here to 
And gold, and found It. Each new 
succeeding generation has demanded 
of America new things. Nono ever 
has been disappointed. I think none 
ever will be. \ 

t “Treasures have developed In exact 
accordance with the meaning at the 
time of the word •treaaure.’ Now we 
have new Ideas of the meaning of that 
word. 8ome there are who talk of 
tha exhaustion of our natural re- 
sources, which are our greatest treas- 
ures, but we whose Aeld is science are 
beginning to feel sure that this need 
not occur, that new sources of supply 
continually are to be found by those 
who realise and search and under- 
stand.
